2) Novelty & Inventive Step 

Claims 1-6 relate to a Gal la Rhois-containing composition to be spread on 
sanitary napkin. Preferably, the present invention further comprises one or 
more herb medicine selected from the group consisting of Artemisia Folia, 
Sophorae, Flavescens, Phellodendri Cortex, Tori lis anthriscus and alum. 

Document Dl and D2 discloses Gal la rhois, Tori lis anthriscus to be the 
composition for Gynecological Disease and Gal la rhois to be the composition 
for bathing agent which falls within the scope of present claims 1,3-6. 

The composition and the bathing agent in Dl, D2 produce the same effect as 
said composition and sanitary napkin for female of the present application. 

Since the same composition and bathing agent disclosed in Dl, D2 it would 
be obvious for the skilled person to arrive at the subject-matter of the 
present claims without the exercise of inventive skill. Therefore, the 
subject-matter of claims 1, 3-6 is neither novel, nor inventive [Art. 33(2) 
and (3) PCT] . 

3) Industrial applicability 

The subject-matter of claims 1-6 is considered to be industrially 
applicable [Art. 33(4) PCT]. 
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
